Suppliers that formulate 
their thermostable nucleic acid polymerase with the stabilizers of the present invention have met 
with great commercial success. These stabilizers, non-ionic polymeric detergents, help maintain 
polymerase activity in purified preparations of thermostable nucleic acid polymerase during the 
heating and cooling steps of the PCR nucleic acid amplification process.
